Porfirio Diaz, the creato r o,f m odern 
M exico and for thirty years the presi­ 
dent of the republic, was born iii the 
city of O axaca, Sept. 15, 1830 
His 
parents wished to educate him for the 
church, but the young m an chose the 
profession of law instead. 
H e served 
in the revolution against Santa Ana, 
which was the beginning of his bril­ 
liant career. 
F rom first to last he was 
prom inent in the defense of his coun­

England, France and Spain, in theft 
effA>rt to convert M exico into an em ­ 
pire, iwth the ill-fated Maximilian on

TEACHING OF MUSIC IN LA CROSSE 


A Talk With Parents and Music Stud­ 


ents un Timely Subject 


(By I SI DO R T I P P M A N N . ) 
lf anyone wishes to become a teach­ 
er in our public schools, unquestiona­ 


ble proof is demanded of the candi­ 


date that he or she has absolved a 


certain course of training deemed in­ 


dispensable for any one who wishes 


to communicate knowledge to others 


after principles winch experience lias 
shown to be pedagogically sound and 
reliable in their results. 
Not so in 
the matter of teaching music. 
Bis­ 
marck has said that the editors of our 
news-journals are mostly people who 
have missed their calling. 
This ap­ 
plies certainly very much to the peo­ 
ple who teach or rather try to teach 
music. 
People who have failed 
in 
most everything they have ever un­ 
dertaken, remember in the end that 
once upon a time they took piano les­ 
sons and become music teachers. The 
aspiring virtuoso, who for one reason 
or another has failed to reach the 
pinnacle of fame, finally resigns him­ 
self. buries his artistic dreams and 
teaches music. 
The 
young 
miss 
whose hands are too tender to do 
housework and considers a course in 
bookkeeping to tedious, has taken or 
will take two or three terms in music 
and by this she establishes her right 
to become a teacher. 
This list might 
be extended indefinitely, for there is 
practically no end to the sources and 
ways front which teachers of music 
are made. 
It is about as easy to be­ 
come a music teacher or a professor 
as they are called here, as it is to be­ 
come an alderman. 
Most foster the belief that a begin­ 
ner in music does not require a first 
class teacher. 
They try to save motl­ 
ey by employing a cheat) teacher and 
generally ruin the musical future of 
their children completely. 
The very 
best teacher is for a beginner in m u­ 
sic just good enough. 
Think you. 
that a structure would be sound, if its 
foundation 
were 
shaky? 
The first 
year of instruction 
will 
determine 
whether or not it is worth time and 
money 
to 
continue 
music 
study. 
W rong habits acquired during 
this 
first year are hardly ever completely 
eradicated, 
lf anyone 
plays 
in 
a 
scholarly manner he 
will 
certainly 
owe it, next to his talent, to his first 
teacher. 
The bible word: “ By their 
fruits ye >hall know them.*’ applies 
particularly well ti) our music teach­ 
ers and their pupils. 
While in the larger cities during the 
musical season a great number of 
concerts are given by first class ar­ 
tists. thereby offering to the 
ambi­ 
tious and thoughtful student an op­ 
portunity to establish and cultivate a 
taste and love for that which is beau­ 
tiful, legitimate and fundamental in 
musical art, we in La Crosse have ab­ 
solutely nothing like a musical sea­ 
son.

The 
pupil’s only musical associate and ex­ 
ample is the teacher, 
lf this teacher 
ha" good habits, the attentive pupil 
will acquire them. 
If the 
teacher 
plays like a machine, so will the pupil, 
for the good old proverb, “tell me 
with whom you associate and Til tell 
you what you are” holds good every 
time between a music student and bis 
i> the only available example for the 
i" the only availble example for the 
pupil by which to measure and judge 
his work. 
lf you wish to judge a m u­ 
sic teacher, hear the pupils of that 
teacher play. 
If a teacher has lived 
and practiced his profession for from 
live to fifteen years in this city and 
has not turned out 
a 
number 
of 
scholarly players, 
the 
presumption 
that he did poor work as a teacher, 
is certainly correct. 
For the violinist 
tile bowing, for the pianist the touch 
are the most essential points in mas­ 
tering 
their 
instruments, for by a 
skillful management and 
cultivation 
of these factors the tone will become 
large, musical and convincing, in short 
the music will be enjoyable. 
But bow 
little of this kind of music do we hear. 
Another important point in elemen­ 
tary music instruction is the choice of 
an instrument. 
“This fiddle is good 
enough to learn on” is generally the 
remark made by the parents, when 
they show the teacher an implement.1 
which has nothing in common with a 
violin except the physical form, and 
that might much easier be changed 
into a boot jack than a musical instru­ 
ment. 
Would these same people, if 
their child wished to learn to write 
give it the worst pen to be found? 
W hile a good player can perhaps get 
some endurable music out of a poor 
instrument, the beginner is absolutely 
handicapped unless his instrument has 
a good tone quality. 
It is first class 
economy for parents to 
get 
their 
children the best instruments 
they 
can afford and at the begining 
of 
study. 
With 
a 
good 
instrument, 
progress will be more rapid, learning 
will be easier and the pupil’s appre­ 
ciation of music in general will be 
greatly enhanced. 
Can anyone judge 
and appreciate the tone qualities of a 
fine instrument if he has for years 
listened daiy to 
harsh, 
unmusical 
tones? 
Tone deafness is brought on 
just as is color-blindness. 


But the most serious impediment to 
music teaching in La Crosse is the en­ 
tire lack of a musical atmosphere. 
It 
is hardly credible that in a 
civilized 
community of about thirty thousand 
people there is not enough interest in 
music to demand a series of good con­ 
certs during the long winter months. 
These conditions are truly barbaric. 
w hen wet look at other cities of not 
near the size or importance of La 
Crosse but where concerts and niu< 
sical entertainments are deemed neces­ 
sary factors of civilized social 
life. 
For some years the Y. M. C. A. has 
included in its lecture courses two or 
three really good concerts, but even 
these are not to be this coming winter. 
Thus our usual unmusical season will 
be still more unmusical this 
veal. 
Every good music teacher ought to 
bring his pupils at least once a year 
before the public by giving a pupil’* 
concert. 
Teachers who teach 
piano 
only, could combine their class with 
that of a vocal or violin teacher and 
in this way give variety and interest 
to the program. 
I know by exper­ 
ience the great benefit which pupil

Corbin 
leaves the active service after a long 
and distinguished career. 
Like Gen­ 
eral Miles he is not a graduate of 
W est Point. 
He was born in Ohio 
and entered the army as a volunteer. 
After the civil war he passed a satis­ 
factory examination and was accepted 
as an o 
cor in 
the regular army. 
From the administration of IJncoln 
to that of Roosevelt he has always 
been very near the person of the pres­ 
ident. 
He was the adjutant at the in­ 
auguration 
of 
Garfield, 
Cleveland, 
Harrison and McKinley. 
In the war 
with Spain much of the work of or­ 
ganizing thevolunteer army fell upon 
the shoulders of General Corbin, and 
he met the duties and responsibilities 
with an executive ability that com­ 
manded admiration and praise. 
It is 
not too much to say that he had more 
to do with tile detailed work of mold­ 
ing the army into form 
than 
any 
other officer of the government, and 
he was one of the most influential ad­ 
visers of President McKinley. 
The retirement of General Corbin 
results in the promotion of 
Major- 
General Arthur MacArthur, one of the 
most popular officers in the army, to 
the grade of lieutenant-general. 
The 
vacancy in the list of major-generals 
is filled by the promotion of Brigadier- 
General Jesse M. Lee. 
Major-Gener­ 
al 
\. W. Greely, late commander of 
the department of the Pacific, is trans­ 
ferred to St. Louis to succeed Gen­ 
eral Corbin in command of the north­ 
ern division.
